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DRESSMAKING. 
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THE GOVERNMENT BUILDING. 

Bricklaying on the government — building, 
which is to be used as land, timber and registry 
offices, began on Tuesday last. The building 
has 70 feet front on the south side of Victoria 
avenue, by 34 feet of depth. There will be two 
stories and a basement. The latter hasa depth 
of 9 feet. The ground floor has a twelve foot 
wall, and the at-ie story is eight feet high. The 
walls are 18 inches of solid brick. The roof is 
very steep and covered with galvanized iron. 
The furnace which will heat the building will 
be located in the basement, and the remainder 
will be used for storage if necessary. The en- 
trance is from Victoria avenne to a large hall, 
from which the three offices open directly, and 
a stairway leads to the attic under which an- 
other stairway leads to the basement. The 
land office oceupies all the building east of the 
hall, about 24 feet by 34. The land ottice part 
is divide 1 into three rooms, a large one, which 
is cut into two parts by the counter, and two 
private offices for the agent and the clerk. A 
large vault opens from the main office. The 
timber office occupies the front part of the west 
end of the building. The entrance is immedi- 
ately to the right of the main entrance, ‘There 
is a large room with counter, and a private 
olfice for the agent, inthe rear from which a 
small vault opens. The registry office occupies 
the rear part of the east end of the building and 
the arrangement is similar to that of the timber 
ottice, The entrance is straight in front of the 
main entrance of the building, and the vault is 
much the largest of the three. The attic story 
is divided into seven private rooms and a large 
hall. All the offices will be wainscoted. The 
work will be pushed this fall and will be com- 
pleted if possible, but the contract does not 
require completion until next season. Two 
huntred thousand brick will be used in the 
building. Speaking of the brick, the contract- 
or, Mr. Alford, says that it is of specially good 
color, and is an excellent quality of stock brick, 
the best in fact that he has seen in the Territo- 
rics. The material of the bricks, he considers, 
cannot be excelled in Ontario, This coincides 
with the opinion expressed last spring by H. D. 
Johnson, the government architect, who has 
the supervision of this building.

The Regina Leader of the latest issue received 

has a would-be viciousattack wpon Mr, Ross for 
his recent resignation of the speakership of the 
Northwest assembly, When we are made 
aware by tie Leader thit Mr. Ross: a1 “agains 
Mr. Davin in 1887 for the Dominion house and 
has been sufficiently prominent for a number of 
years amongst the liberals of the Territories to 
be known to the editor of the Globe,” the dis- 
like of the Leader to that gentleman is fully 
accounted for, even if he had not added the 
‘“‘un-heard of” crime of resigning from a position 
of honor and eno!ument when his duty to his 
constituents and the Territories required him 
to do so. In attempting to injure Mr. Ross the 
Leader is in the unforttinate position, so often 
cartooned, of a viper attacking a file. The will 
isthere but the ability is lacking. Mr. Ross 
has a long and hoorable record as a Northwest 
legislator, and his last act for which the Leader 
and its lik» wish to see him condemnél, is the 
most honorable, because the most self sacrificing 
and the most important, in his long career. No 
doubtitisa surprise tothe Leader, as it was tohis 
honor the lieutenant govtrnor and his so valled 
executive, to find that there was one man in 
the Territories whom position and salary could 
not swerve from duty, No doubt they would 
have thought it an _ excellent scheme 
to have been enabled to pass 
legislation inimical to the interests of Mr. 
Ross’ constituency simply through Mr. Ross 
holding on to a salaried position which prevent- 
ed him from preventing them from doing as 
they pleased. Had Mr. Ross taken this course 
and valued his position or salary more than the 
interests of his constituency, how the righteous 
Leader would have descanted—as it swould 
have had a_ right to—on the  incon- 
sistency and weakness, and indeed 
veniality of the man. But Mr. Ross does not 
do business in that way. It is because he does 
not that the electors of Moose Jaw have honor-

God alone knows 
how many privations and hardships he had _ to 
endure for the propagation of the Faith and the 
spiritual and temporal welfare of the poor Indi- 
ans entrusted to his care. The many hardships 
of his life worked soon on his constitution ; 
three weeks ago he arrived here in such a state 
cf health that we had no hope to save his life. 
Day and night he has been unceasingly sur- 
rounded by the most affectionate attention of 
his fellow-missionaries and nursed by the Sisters 
of Charity with admirable devotedness. Many 
times he has expressed his deeply felt gratitude, 
I am accordingly happy to say that before this 
saintly missionary exchanged this life of trial 
and sorrow for a life of eternal glory and infinite 
happiness in the city of God, he told us several 
tim: s how grateful he was for the charitable care 
he had received at the hands of our good Mr. 
Casault and also of several of our protestant 
friends during his painful journey from Macken- 
zie river to Edmonton. He has been touched 
to the core by the kindness and charity of Mrs. 
McDougall, mother of the Rev. John McDou- 
gall, of Morley ; by the kindnes and charity of 
Miss Taylor, danghter of the American consul 
at Winnipeg. Several other charitable persons, 
and fee Mr. Leslie Wood, of the H. B. 
Co., at Athabasca Landing, were also well re- 
membered by the dying missionary. Let them 
all kindly receive our best thanks and the ex- 
pression of our sincere and much fe't gratitude.

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HARVEST, 

Harvest is over. Cutting is now finished. 
For the past two weeks the weather has been 
superb, th the early part of harvest, that is in 
the latter part of August, the weather was most 
unfavorable, being very wet, which delayed 
both cutting and ripening. Hadit not been for 
this cutting would have been finished over a 
week ayo. The straw is not so heavy as last 
year and consequently is much less expensive to 
hanidfe, The yield and quality of the oats and 
barley is good. Wheat is good, but some fields 
were touched by frost on September 4th, The 
bulk of the wheat, however, is untouched. The 
result of the season’s farming operations is now 
fixed and is satisfactory all around. Prices too 
are likely to be better than last year, There 
will be four flour @ grist mills in the district 
this year against two last year, and as all the 
wheat, raised in the d strict anda great deal 
more, is required for home$:onsumption, there 
ought to be no necessity for shipping wheat out 
—as last year—and therefore a better price 
should be realized. Oats were kept down last 
year by competition from Manitoba and East- 
ern Assiniboia in the British Coluinbia market. 
Those districts will have very little oats to 
spare this season, which will be to Edmonton’s 
advantage. The prospect of a cash market for 
barley is also good. Of course, farmers need 
never expect to realize the prices of eight or ten 
years ago, but on the other hand nowadays 
there is an unlimited demaud and a definite 
cash price, which did not exist before, and 
which gives the farmer to know assoon as his 
crop is threshed how much money he is worth, 
and cnables him to shape his business accord- 
ingly.

A Seotch gentleman, who has resided for 28 
pears in Hong Kong, told the Winnipeg Tribune 
recently that there was a large and constantly 
increasing market for the best flour in China.

There have been a number of cholera cases at 
New York on board of German emigrait steam- 
ers which are being held in quarantine. Isolat- 
el cases are reported in New York city and one 
case is reported at Detroit. The Allan steam- 
ers are bringing only British and Seandinavian 
passengers to Canada. 


Moosomin Courier: ‘The affairs of the gov- 
ernment of the Northwest Territories are in- 
deed in a most unsatisfactory condition The 
assembly is pig ae without having passed a 
single bill o any importance, and the lieuten- 
a it-governor, with an executive too weak to 
transact the business of the house, and at the 
same time lacking the confidence of the people, 
is left to dispose of a total fund of $300,000. 


Free Press: ‘*The news of the death of Hon. 
M. A. Girard, senator, will be received with 
deep sorrow by all the people of this province 
who know what a really excellent man has 
passed away. In another column will be found 
a brief biographical sketch of the life of the late 
lamented statesman, The deceased’s good works 
were all done in the most unobtrusive way pos- 
sible, and, therefore, not nearly as much was 
heard of him in connection therewith as are 
secured to many assertive men who do much 
less good. His intellentual gifts were large, 
and these were enhanced by a liberal education; 
but, after all, greater than these was his noble- 
ness of heart. He was proud of being of French 
lineage, but prouder still of being a British sub. 
ject; he was a most devout Roman Catholic, 
but never demanded considerations for his own 
church more than appeared-to him to be strictly 
just, or more than he would concede to, or de- 
mand for, all other churches. Mr. Girard was 
shrewd but guileless ; wise as a serpent, harm- 
less as a dove. In his death not only Manitoba, 
but Canada loses an honest and useful public 
man, and every cause of the humanities a large 
souled and never faltering friend.” 


Lethbridge News: ‘‘No doubt the reason 
which Mr, Royal would assign for his action 
would be that the legislature was without a 
speaker, Mr. Ross, the late speaker, having re- 
signed. But before taking the action he did 
the lieutenant- governor, who is supposed to be 
the political hub on which the wheel of govern- 
ment revolves, should have used every etfort to 
removed the deadlock that clogged the progress 
of the wheel, and have satisfied himself that 
every effort has been exhauted and that it was 
impossible to secure a speaker before taking the 
action that he did in proroguing the legislature. 
But as a matter of fact the lieutenant-governor 
appears to have done nothing towards securing 
& new speaker for the legislature. In a similar 
case any other constitutional governor or ruler 
would have sent for the leaders of both parties 
and have endeavored to effect an arrangement 
which would allow of the business of the session 
being completed before the legislature was pro- 
rogued, But this Mr. Royal did not do and 
although no doubt his new advisers informed 
him that they could not supply the house with 
a speaker no effort was made by him to ascer- 
tain whether the opposition could and were 
willing to do so, This, as now appears, they 
could and would have done had the opportunity 
been afforded them, But they were offered no 
chance to do so.”
